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Cell tower discussions under with ZBA

The Agawam Zoning Board 
of Appeals has recently been dis- 
cussing the variance and special 
permit for the Verizon Cell Tower 
that the company wants to build 
at the Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course. 

The tower requires a_ vari- 
ance and special permit as the 
current site is next to the golf 
courses parking lot behind the 
Golf Course Clubhouse. The ZBA 
moved the two hearings to a 
Zoom meeting on Sept. 28 where 
the Verizon attorney, Michael 
Fenton asked for a few experts 
to speak on the concerns of six 
abutters in the area around the 
Golf Course. These abutters were 
represented by attorney John Mc- 
Laughlin, who also attended the 
Sept. 28 online meeting. 

The board allowed for public 
comment in which one abutter, 
Charles Alvanos spoke about his 
concerns for the cell tower and its 
close placement to his home on 
Anvil St., other abutter are locat- 
ed on the same street and on an 
adjoining street on Forge St. 

“I'm concerned that prop- 
erty values will diminish, and 
the harm to children from radio 
waves. Alvanos said. “I have four 
grandchildren that frequently 


visit my home, and my neighbors 
also have small children and were 
concerned. 

The abutter explained that he 
was not aware of the cell tower 
until reading about it in the Ad- 
vertiser weeks earlier, along with 
the other abutters. After finding 
out that the town signed a lease 
with Verizon for this cell tower 
the abutters filed an objection as 
they believe the cell tower will di- 
minish real-estate and property 
value. 

“We didnt file a suit against 
the city council” Alvanos said. 
“Its merely an objection to its 
placement.’ The draft sent to each 
City Council member and prop- 
erty owner on Anvil and the ad- 
joining streets, was 14 pages and 
explained the main reasons of 
objection. 

Verizons attorney sent a re- 
sponse to the draft giving more 
specific details of the need for the 
cell tower, along with informa- 
tion on the radio frequency wave 
emissions the tower will produce. 
Additionally, the abutters offered 
four other sites on the municipal 
golf course, that could also house 
the cell tower. Though the other 
sites that were offered include 
more tree cover, which will cost 
more money in order to remove 
the tree cover. Attorney Fenton

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Council approves 
new solar array

AGAWAM - The Agawam City 
Council unanimously approved 
a new solar array on Shoemaker 
Lane. 

Under a “payment in lieu of 
taxes’ deal with the city council 
okayed an agreement that will re- 
sult in 75,000 next year, and then 
rising two percent for the next 20 
years. 

The solar array will be a 
ground-mounted photovoltaic 
energy facility. It is expected to 
produce at least five megawatts 
and will be operated by Engie 
North America, Inc. 

The council approved of a plan 
that includes plenty of visual bar- 
riers on the 50 acre property. 

According to the plan, the 
solar array will take up about 22 
acres of the property and will be 
fenced-in. 

The 20-year agreement guar- 
antees money comes into the 


town coffers and would actually 
save the town the cost of having a 
consultant make appraisals of the 
current value of the solar equip- 
ment. 

Engie will have to pay typical 
property taxes as well as utility 
costs. 

While the array was met with 
no objections, Councilor George 
Bitzas did raise a question about 
what would happen if Engie were 
to withdraw its operations of the 
solar array. 

Because of the property is built 
on farmland, the property owner 
would be responsible for remov- 
ing the panels and making sure 
the land is viable. There are also 
numerous wetlands on the prop- 
erty, which Engie must stay away 
from. 

The panels will stand about 
six-feet tall, standard for the type 
of ground-mounted solar array. 
The plan states the panels will be 
at least 1,000 feet from the road,

AGAWAM - The Town 
of Agawam’ Department 
of Public Works has an- 
nounced that Friday, Nov. 6 
will be the last day to apply 
for road opening permits 
for the installation of water, 
sewer, or drain connections 
that have to be installed by 
the Town. 

All connections applied 
for after the deadline will 
be installed in the spring of 
2021. 

This notice does not 
apply to connection which 
have been previously in- 
stalled to the property line 
of an existing property. 
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explained that the other sites were 
not suitable for multiple reasons 
including elevation, surrounding 
environments, and the amount of 
service the tower would offer in a 
different location. 

Verizon explained that there 
is a lack of coverage in the service 
area around the Golf Course, ad- 
ditionally due to COVID and more 
people working at home the ser- 
vice towers have been over loaded. 
This new cell tower can help with 
the coverage area and help to alle- 
viate the pressure of other towers 
when providing service to homes. 
The area behind the club house is a 
higher elevation and would provide 
the most coverage to customers. 
The abutters argued this as Alvanos 
took attorney Mclaughlin around 
the course to the different site lo- 
cations and both had full service 
during that time. 

The ZBA chair, Doreen Prouty 
read in letters of support from the 
Police Chief and the Fire Chief 
during the past meeting, along with 
reading the opposing letters from 
the abutters to add all letters to the 
public record. “ 

The council took a vote in the 
spring or summer without noti- 
fying the abutters. Alvanos said. 
“They signed a lease with Verizon 
months ago without our knowl- 
edge. The lease with Verizon was 
signed in 2019, after meetings on 
Nov. 6 and 14, due to the proximi- 
ty of the Clubhouse Verizon needs 
a variance and special permit and 
the hearings were continued multi- 
ple times. 

“This could cause a diminish in 
value of our homes. Alvanos said. 
“Tf the high value homes go down 
in value, then the low value homes 
go down too. In the Sept. 28 meet- 
ing attorney Fenton provided a real 
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estate appraiser who explained 
that the value wouldnt diminish 
or would only slightly diminish. He 
appraised another community of 
homes that have a cell tower be- 
hind them, and other homes that 
have a view of the tower. He said 
that that the surrounding homes of 
an existing cell tower barely saw a 
reduction in value. 

When Verizon did a balloon test 
on Jul. 6 to show the height of the 
tower, abutters on both Anvil St. 
and Forge St. were able to clearly 
see the tower. The abutters see the 
tower as an eyesore and are con- 
cerned for this reason, they provid- 
ed conducive alternate sites that 
theyd like to see the tower be built 
on. 

Another issue that was ad- 
dressed was the harm the towers 
RF waves could cause, with being 
so close to young children. The 
Verizon representative supplied 
someone to talk about the type of 
RF waves the tower will cause and 
what effect it can have. The effect of 
the radio waves should be minimal 
to none as the tower is providing to 
a large area and is equal to that of 
appliances like microwaves, which 
cause radiation on a level far below 
what can harm people. 

The ZBA members were inter- 
ested in seeing all five site locations 
after hearing from both attorneys, 
Verizon representatives, and the 
abutters. A few board members 
agreed on wanting to see all five 
proposed sites, and would rather 
see the sites sooner rather than lat- 
er. A Verizon representative said he 
could flag and outline the five site 
for the board members by the end 
of the work day this upcoming Fri- 
day. 

The board members agreed to 
meet at the sites on Monday Oct. 
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The Agawam Municipal Golf Course is the target site for a new Verizon wireless commu-

5 at 9 a.m., and the members are 
aware that they are unable to con- 
verse with each other as to not be 
seen as deliberating. The board ask 
that Golf Course Director Thomas 
Difico or attorney Fenton accom- 
pany them to point out the sites, as 
well as be a witness that the board 
doesn't speak to each other and 





merely ask questions pertaining to 
the hearings. 

The ZBA voted to extend the 
time period for the hearings of 
the variance and special permit a 
month to Oct. 31, though the board 
is able to vote at their meeting in 
two weeks on Oct. 13, if they have 
substantial information.

The Garden Lady takes 
on fall questions 


A gardener from Ware is curious 
about the difference between dried and 
fresh herbs. “I grew and dried numer- 
ous herbs this summer and have be- 
gun to use them 
in recipes. Why 
do you need less 
of an herb if it is 
in dried form? It 
would seem to be 
reverse!” 

Fresh herbs, by 
weight, contain a 
great deal of wa- 
ter. Once dried, 
the essential oils, 
which is what 
gives the herb its flavor, become con- 
centrated. Because of that, most recipes 
will call for only one-third to one-half 
of a dried herb if it is being substituted 
for a fresh herb in a recipe. To dry herbs 
from your garden, simply harvest a few 
stems, secure them with a rubber band 
and hang them upside-down in a dark, 
well-ventilated area. 

A reader in Belchertown wrote in 
with this question: “I was surprised to 
find a small peach tree growing out of 
my lazy-man's compost pile. I am sure it 
is a peach because part of the pit is still 
attached. Can you tell me if this was just 
a fluke, or can peaches be started from 
seed that easily?” 

Peach pits will often grow into peach 
trees without much work on our part. 
Simply plant a moistened pit two to 
three inches deep in the soil and wait 
until spring, that’s when germination 
will likely occur. The variety you get 
may or may not be as great-tasting or as 
large as its parentage but it makes for a 
fun experiment nevertheless. Trees that 
grew from pits in our compost pile over 
a decade ago are still supplying my Mom 
with teenie but tasty peaches. Last fall I 
purposely planted some pits from some 
awesome-tasting peaches and _lucki- 
ly, one sprouted. Sometimes they take 
more than a year to germinate; maybe 
I'll be surprised with a few more next 
spring. 

This question was posed by Marie 
who reads the column from South Had- 
ley: “I heard once that you can store pots 
of geraniums and begonias in the base- 
ment over the winter. Basically you just 
cut them back and ignore them, then 
come spring begin watering them again. 
Is this true? Id love to be able to save my 
plants for use next season, but don't have 
the window space upstairs to do so. 

Sure, here is how it’s done: Before you 
put your plants in storage allow the soil 
in the pot to dry somewhat. Then, cut 
the plants back to a couple of inches 
above the crown and set them in their 
winter home. Besides the cellar, unheat- 
ed rooms, enclosed porches or other 
spaces that don't freeze and arent too 
damp work well. Check them every few 
weeks and water sparingly if necessary, 
never letting the soil dry out complete- 
ly. When spring comes, gradually begin 
to introduce sunlight. Once the threat 
of frost has passed the plants can go 
outside for the summer months. If last 
years potting soil is “exhausted” of nutri- 
ents, carefully repot the plant into new 
soil. Prune away any weak branches and 
give it some liquid fertilizer. For a bit of 
work you might be able to reuse your 
plants and spare your wallet! Besides 
geraniums and begonias, the method of 
overwintering can work with fuchsias, 
coleus, New Guinea impatiens and some 
of the new Proven Winner and Proven 
Selection plants. Good luck!!

I often hear a common raven making its 
“gronk’ call. Last week, when I went out to feed 
my chickens, it flew overhead making its call. 

The common raven is a large all black bird. It 
is larger than an American crow and has a mas- 
sive beak. It has a wedge shaped tail rather than 
the square or slightly rounded tail of the crow. 
The raven has long shaggy feathers on the chin 
and throat. 

The female lays three to eight blue to greenish 
eggs with brown marks in a bulky nest of twigs, 
branches and earth. The nest is often placed on 
cliffs, but also trees and buildings. Breeding pairs 
tend to stay on their territory year round. They 
also form large, communal roosts in fall and win- 
ter, consisting mostly of non-breeding pairs. 

Nectar loving woodpecker 

The downy woodpecker continues to drink 
from my nectar feeder. The other day the wood- 
pecker was at the feeder and a ruby-throated 
hummingbird flew to the feeder and hovered 
near it. The woodpecker flapped its wings and 
the hummingbird left. A few minutes late, two 
hummingbirds came and this time the wood- 
pecker left. 

A Wales resident has seen downy woodpeck- 
ers at her hummingbird feeders for the first time 
ever this year. She hung peanuts in the same lo- 
cation as the hummingbird feeder, over the win- 
ter, and maybe 

the woodpeckers returned looking for pea- 
nuts. They ve developed a taste for the hum- 
mingbird food. She said it’s not thirst as they 
have access to plenty of water.

are going to ask families if they see a light off, to move to 
the next house.’ 

Town Health Director Kathleen Auer appeared on the 
video update by the mayor, and lauded the low COVID-19 
numbers in Agawam, which have remained below 600 cas- 
es for the entire pandemic. 

“Everyone has been working really hard to keep our 
numbers down, said Auer. “And youre all doing a really 
great job.” 

She said the same precautions for other activities have 
been allowed will apply to have Halloween.

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Wi-Fi network should get 
proper attention

REGION - For many reasons home, Wi- 
Fi is frequently neglected. Maybe inten- 
tionally to encourage kids to play outside 
or not spend so much time in front of a 
screen. Maybe it helps make working from 
home slower and more difficult, so we dis- 
connect at home more often. Maybe there 
just wasn't a desire to make things better 
or a difficulty knowing what to do to make 
things better. 

Now that it’s clear that working remote- 
ly from home for work and/or school isn't 
going away anytime soon, it’s time to fix 
things once and for all. 

It's quite common to use your modem 
or router provided by your Internet Service 
Provider or ISP as your Wi-Fi source. Most 
of the time they now include this fea- 
ture. This will work if your area of cover- 
age is small enough. When the modem 
is in the far corner of the basement from 
the side of the house upstairs where most 
of the family is trying to use the signal, it 
can get unreliable. Try moving the modem 
to a more central location or closer to the 
primary use location. You can call your ISP 
to discuss if this is something you can do 
yourself or not. 


Range extenders or signal boosters can 
be another option if necessary, especial- 
ly if you cant move your primary Wi-Fi 
source. The downside of these devices is 
that they tend to repeat the signal causing 
delay and a speed decrease. ‘This works 
fine for web browsing and email but not 
well for things like voice calls, video confer- 
encing or gaming. 

I recommend a Wi-Fi mesh solution 
that provides a new router, where you 
disable the Wi-Fi signal from your router/ 
modem from your ISP, this provides the 
best solution as many of these products 
adapt to changing conditions and route 
traffic the best way possible. Most of the 
name brands have products that do this. I 
believe the best product on the market is 
from Eero. They were purchased by Ama- 
zon a while back and continue to develop 
and update the product line. The Eero Pro 
model will achieve the best performance 
and signal but any of their products will 
be better than what is provided by your 
ISP. Most electronics stores carry Eero 
products and obviously Amazon. The work 
and learn from home boom have caused 
some supply issues. If you have trouble 
locating any in stock, please reach out as I 
may be able to help.

son at the high-banked quarter mile. None of the track's 
2019 titlists were able to duplicate their success of last 
summer. 

Monadnock Speedway will close out the 2020 Season 
hosting two Mudbogs on Sunday, October 4 and Sunday, 
October 18.
